Jesus Tells Us to Watch for S/gns 

In today's Gospel lesson, Jesus tells us to watch for signs of the coming judgment. St. John quotes Jesus as 
saying, "When you see a cloud rising in the west, immediately you say, 'It's going to rain,' and it does. And 
when the south wind blows, you say, 'It's going to be hot,' and it is. Hypocrites! You know how to interpret the 
appearance of the earth and the sky. How is it that you don't know how to interpret this present time?" 

Yes, the end is coming. We know it. We see it. Each time we meet, we say we believe that "[Jesus] shall 
come to judge the living and the dead." We confess our sins and are assured of forgiveness. Forgiven, we are 
free from the burden of sin - free to do His will today and also free to stand before His throne of grace with 
confidence. 

As I read the Psalm for today, I was reminded of an old story. It seems there was a nun who talked with God. 
Someone told her bishop, and he, full of suspicion, asked her for proof. To verify the truth of her discussions 
with God, he said, "Ask God to tell you the worst sin I ever confessed." The nun agreed, and a few days later, 
the bishop asked if God had told her of his worst sin. She replied, "He said He forgot." "Remember not the 
sins of my youth and my rebellious ways; according to your love remember me, for you are good, O 
Lord." (Psalm 25:7) 

The psalmist calls God the Lord of Righteousness. And he pleads, "show me Your ways, O Lord, teach me Your 
paths; guide me in Your truth and teach me, for You are God my Savior, and my hope is in You all day long. " 
Each time we meet, we ask the Lord to forgive us and teach us His will. And we pray that we will be renewed in 
this life and prepared for the judgment to come. 

I'm forgiven, transformed and free, 
to be what You want me to be. 
Teach me the way 
to walk every day. 
Reveal Your presence in all that I see.
